Section  3:  Comic  Strips 

In  Section  3 students  will  read  and  create  single-panel  cartoons  and  comic  strips. 

• In  Lesson  1 students  will  look  at  some  examples  of  single-panel  cartoons  and  comic  strips. 

• In  Lesson  2 students  will  read  an  article  that  explains  how  to  create  cartoons,  and  they  will  create 
cartoons  of  their  own.  They  will  need  access  to  the  funny  pages  of  newspapers  or  to  websites  such  as 
the  following  that  have  samples  of  cartoons  that  have  appeared  in  newspapers:
